AFFAIRS IN TENNESSEE. 


Andrew Johnson to be the Conserva- 
tive Candidate for Governor. 


His Plan of Campaigu—Gen. Stokes 
the Coming Moses of the Radical 
Faction—A Stirring Time Ahead. 


Correspondence Louisville Courier-Journal.] 

NASHVILLE, January 26, 1869.—I 
will give you briefly, but accurately, a 
pen-picture of the situation in Tennes- 
see at the present moment. 

Andrew Johnson is expected to ar- 
rive here by the middle of March. He 
has written to his friends to say that 
he will be a candidate for Governor. 
No one will oppose his nomination. It 
will be made spontaneously by the Con- 
servatives; and his platform will con- 
sist of a universal amnesty and impar- 
tial su „on which the people of 
Tennessee have risked their claims from 
the first. 
He is expected to do two things: 
Ist. He will talk to then as no 
one else has ever talked to them. 
2d. He will waken the East Tennes- 
see loyalists“ toa sense of the perils of 
the present State government as noone 
else can waken them. 

Johnson is not a wit like Etherid 
Nor is he an orator like Colyar. t 
he is a prodigy of muscular power be- 
fore the Tennessee masses, who con- 
sider him a child of destiny, marked 
by Providence to be their next Goy- 
ernor. 

Johnson’s purpose is to secure a Con- 
servative Legislature, which will re- 
turn him to the Senate of the United 
States in * of Mr. Fowler. But for 
their faith in him the people of the 
State—by whom I mean the dis- 
franchised masses—would make no 
contest this summer, They consider 
the ex — system a machine, and 
they regare its operation as little less 
than certain. Johnson does not. He 
says he has — a worse fight, and 
says he can b up the Loyal * 
as he broke up the Know Nothing 
lodges.

WE have been repeatedly asked our 
opinion as to the best policy to be pur- 
sued by the Conservative and Demo- 
cratic people of Tennessee in regard to 
the State election. There is time to 
think of that hereafter, but is it not 
well to give the subject some reflection 
before we shall be called upon to act? 
One of the oldest and soundest heads in 
the State advises us that a masterly 
inactivity is our policy this year.”

The 
best thing the white people of the 
South can do for themselves is to favor 
negro suffrage. Seeing its inevitabilty, 
we have urgently advised our people 
to accept it and make the best they 
could of it. It is useless to make a can- 
vass in Tennessee against the Radicals 
unless upon the platform of universal 
suffrage. Over a hundred thousand of 
the white people of Tennessee are dis- 
franchised, The negrocan vote, and it 


Would be the acme of impudence, the 


climax of folly, the “ne plus ultra’ of 
stupidity and the alfa ma Thule of ab- 
surdity to go before the people of Ten- 
nessee expecting megro votes with the 
avowed purpose of disfranchising the 
negro the moment we gained power. 
On the platform of universal suffrage, 
Tennessee can be redeemed at the elec- 
tion in August next.

You cannot make 
suffrage less than universal Sor the whites, 
and will not the attempt to discriminate 
extite such jealousies and il! feeling as wit? 
postpone to a distant future what seems S 
essential, namely: the restoration of gen- 
eral goodwill and bringing into lead of 
the educated men and men of property, 
and so securing the best and most bene- 
ficial administration of affairs for all 
classes? Take universal suffrage and 


universal amnesty, and al will 
be well.” Negro suffrage is an 
accomplished fact, and we can 


never allay strife and enmity and jeal- 
ousies so long as these discriminations 
are made. So far as the exercise of 
privileges pertaining to American citi- 
zenship, the white people of Tennessee 
have no more rights than they possess 


in Kamschatka or in Timbuctoo, yet 


they are taxed for the support of the 
Government, and pay most of the taxes 
squandered by their  persecutors. 


Throughout the South thousands of 


men, native and to the manor born,“ 
are compelled to wear the badge of dis- 
graceé—possess no- voice either in ‘se- 
lecting their rulers or in. shaping the

Itis highly probable that the 
friends of universal suffrage can unite 
on a candidate for Governor without 
the aid of a State Convention. From 
present indications ANDREW JOHN#ON 
may be regarded as a candidate for 
Governor. In Tennessee his name is a 
tower of strength, and if he should be 
the acknowledged standard-bearer in 
the approaching contest between the

potency. 

WE almost envy the people of Mis- 
sissippi in the happiness which seems 
to pervade all classes. Mississippi is not 
yet a reconstructed State. She is not 
cursed with such a vicegerent of hell 
for Governer as POWELL CLAYTON of 
Arkansas, which accounts for the tran- 
quility of her people. But we fear this 
state of peace and quiet will not long 
exist. The Radicals in Congress, while 
preparing to expel Georgia from the 
Union, for adopting a Constitution un- 
der the provisions of the reconstruction 
acts, are, at the same time, labor- 
ing to force Mississippi into the 
Union for refusing to adopt such 
a Constitution!

It did seem to him, he said, that if 
afraid to approach the polls to vote, 
they would be afraid to exercise the 
functions of Government, and as mili- 
tary assistance would be essential, he 
submitted whether it would not be 
prudence and economy for the people 
of Mississippi. to take the military 
alone, and not be burthened with both 
a civil and military government? We 


are watehing the fate of Mississippi 
with a good deal of interest. Her 


people are now prosperous and happy ; 
but give them a CLAYTON ora Brown- 
LOW for Governor, and the papers will 
be filled with accounts of murders, 
rapes and robberies. Mississippi is a 
paradise in comparison with recon- 
structed Tennessee. Arkansas is a re- 
constructed State.

Many North Mississippi and 
West Tennessee are familiar with 
the names and deeds of William 


Texas, who was killed on the 10th of 
January in Lafayette county, Arkansas, 
by his father-in-law and brother-in-law, 
as detailed a few days ago in the Ava- 
LANCHE. Baker was certainly one of the 
worst characters of this age, and a brief 
sketch of his career is worthy of record as 
a part of the history of the great South- 
west. His life, taken asa whole, demon- 
strates with peculiar force the weakness 
of “frail humanity,” and the tenacity 
with which events shape man’s destiny. 

Cullen Baker, the almost beardless lad 
who, by his daring demeanor and insati- 
ate thirat for human blood has been for 
months a terror to the citizens as well as to 
the military authorities, was the son of an 
eminent divine of Texas, and his character 
from boyhood to the fatal hour when grim- 
visaged war stalked into our land had 
been unexceptional. 

Few young men ever started life with 

prospects, and certainly not one 

ever enjoyed in a more eminent degree 
the confidence and esteem of his friends 
and neighbors. When the shrill trumpet 
sounded to arms the braves of 
the South, Cullen Baker, fired by a true. 
patriotic devotion to the land of his birth, 
forsook the pursuits of civil life and 
promptly shouldered his musket in the 
ranks, side by side with the young men 
who had grown up to manhood with him. 
The voleano that had been smotlfered in 
his breast soon sent forth its lava, and be- 
fore the roll of his company had been 
called for a twelve month, Cullen Baker 
had been marked as the “terrible rifle- 


man.” The unmistakable attributes of a 
goon developed themselves in 
his character, and many “blue-jacket 


devils,” as he was wont to denominate the 
soldiers of the Federal army, were forced 
to kiss the dust before his unerring aim. 
When that branch of the Confederate 
army to which he was attached grounded 


Federal Government, Cullen Baker de- 
clined to accept the terms or abide the con- 
ditions, and mounting his fiery horse—one 
of the swiftest since the days of Claude 
Duval's bonnie Black Bess—he rode away 
to the wilds of East Texas, proclaiming 
himself the last survivor of the Lost 
Cause, who would never surrender until 
the Confederacy was fully established and 
its authority recognized by all the powers 
of the earth. True to his rash vow, he soon 
achieved a considerable notoriety in Har- 
rison, Marion and Davis counties, in 
Texas, for his intense animosity against 
every thing savoring of “ Yankeeism.” 
During the year he committed several 
mufdérs, his victims invariably being 
either negroes, Federal soldiers or noisy 
„Union men.“ 

In the fall of 1865 a reward of one thou- 
sand dollars was offered by the Federal 
military authorities of Texas for his head. 
Scouting parties were sent out in all sec- 
tions of the country to try to catch him. 
He warned the citizens that if any of them 
dared to intimate to those who sought to 
eapture him anythingfin reference to his 
movements he would visit upon them 
the most terrible punishment. So well 
they knew the man that no citizen could 


where Cullen Baken could be found. 
So terrible did he become that the mili- 
tary atithorities raised the reward offered 
for his head from one thousand to ten 
thousand dollars. While riding along the 
road on one occasion, he observed the pro- 
clamation offering ten thousand dollars 
for his head sticking on a tree. He read 
it, and, dismounting from his horse, and 
éoally seating himself by the tree upon 
which he found it, he issued a counter- 
proclamation, under hjs own hand, and 
offered ten thousand dollars forthe head 
of any one of the military satraps who 
were manifesting so much anxiety about 
his own. He put Ais proclamation on the 
tree below the other and rode away. 
A few days subsequent to this time, the 
desire for adventure and danger induced 
him to pay a personal visit, incog., to the 
commander of the post at Jefferson, 
Texas. Riding up to a hitching-post near 
the post commandant’s office, he dis- 
mounted, and leaving his horse very leis- 
urely, walked in, saluted the Major, took 
a seat and opened a conversation“ with 
that important personage. 
‘“‘Isuppose your military authorities 
have offered a big reward for the head of 
this man Cullen Baker, said our hero. 
„es,“ responded the Major, and if 
he is not remarkably sharp we will soon 
get iim, I have been specially selected 
by the General to work up this little job, 
and I think I will be apt to bring him in.” 
They say he is a bad one,“ said Cullen. 
“Oh, well, that is more talk than any- 
thing else, I guess he is not so terrible as 
you rebels make him out. He can’t scare 
anybody that belongs to onrarmy, I am 
sure we haven't got a man who could not 
take him without cocking a gun if he 
could just get up with him.” 
„Have you ever seen him,“ carelessly 
but seemingly asked Baker. 
No,“ said the hero of the epaulets, ** but 
I don’t care for that, I’ll be apt to make his 
acquaintance if I can just get near enough 
to him.“ 
Baker, rising from his 2 in the most 
complaisant manner imaginable, said: 
“Well, Major, you want Baker’s head, and 
you say you are willing to give $10,000 for 
it, well, I am Callin Baker and am ready 
to furnish the head on your order, when 
the money js paid.“ The Major's face 
turned deadly pale, his eyes started from 
their sockets and in half gasping tones he 
said, Really, sir, I was not aware I was 
talking with Mr. Baker himself. Of course 
I could have nothing personal against you, 
and I don’t see that it’s any of my affair

“No,"said Baker, one should not al ways 
be ready to do other people’s work; and 
turning, he left the office of the Major 
with as much unconcern as he had entered 
it, and mounting his horse, he rode out of 
town and sought his hiding place in the 
“wilds of the Sulphur.” 

- Aspoon as the Major could recover from 
what he was pleased to denominate bis 
surprise, he rallied his boys in blue,“ 
and put off after the “daring wizard.”

The people had such a fear of him that 
they neyer dared to report his movements, 
and their fear was as valuable to him as 
their friendship would have been. But he 
fell at last by the hand of his father-in- 
law and brother-in-law in their own yard. 
He had threatened their lives and they 
killed bim in self-defense. Many people 
in Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas will 
feel safer now that Baker is dead.

— mpering. If these taxes are thrown upon 
the city at large, then all our street im- 
provement taxes are a general charge, and 
the money paid by individuals should, in 
justice, be refunded. This would burden 
us with ruinous taxation. Even i the 
sixty thousand ape now at issue is im- 
posed upon the city at large, it will affect 
our credit and tend to drive aves — 
tion and check our growth and — 2 
If such results follow, while it wil 
us all more or less, the most serious con- 
sequences will fall upon the business 
roperty of the city, — that interested 
payment ly.” 

These points are. given from the situa- 
ation in the far off city of East Saginaw as 
suggestive of certain issues at stake before 
the people of Memphis. Questions of such 
vital importance to the present and future 
prosperity of Memphis should be deter- 
mined tor all time to come by the 
courts, and the vexatious issue 
finally set at rest. This matter can 
only be settled by the highest 
courts, and the sooner we have an opinion 
the better. Many of the property-holders 
have paid the tax to be rid of the annoy- 
ance; others are putting it off as long as 


possible.
